of dress, undress, work, rain, arc- 
tic and tropic ensembles every 
well-dressed officer requires.

Though a fashion-minded man 


may pay metropolitan tailors top 
prices for elegantly-cut olive drabs 
or special gold cuff-stripes, there 
are regulation army and navy stor- 
es where enlisted men and thrifty 
officers can buy standard items and' 
replacements at more or less fixed 
prices. Hankies come around 3 or 
4 cents, for instance; plain sturdy 
black oxfords are $3.50.

The Flag is not just a piece of 


bright material. It is the symbol 
of a great nation, just as the 
:ross is the symbol of a great faith. 
The Flag is the symbol of man- 
tind's highest and noblest aspira- 
ions, it deserves to be displayed 
correctly, reverently and—DAILY, 


The United States Flag is very 


n-oud of its supremacy and what 
hat supremacy stands .for. The 
slue and starry canton (the Union) 
of the Flag is its honor point, and 
always is shown at the flag's own 
•ight hand corner, when display- 
id other than on its staff, and 
when hung either horizontally or 
vertically. 


The Flag should always be car- 


ried, or positioned, at the right

Exercise Good 
for the Legs 


By ALICIA HART 
NEA Service Staff Writer 
There's no doubt the stocking sit- 


uation has Miss America leg-con- 
scious. My mail is full of things 
like this: 


"I I had nice-sized legs I could 


go without stockings happily.' Some 
girls want to trim clown their legs. 
A surprisingly big number ask how 
to build up. 


Both types can do it with exer- 


cise. It may seem odd but it is 
true that some exercises, perform- 
ed o certain way, will add to mus- 
cles, and others will take away 
from them. 


Spring Cord Does the 
Trick 
One outstanding Fifth Avenue sa- 


lon suggests using the 'same taut- 
ly-stretchy gadget, a cord with a 
lot of spring in it and with looped 
ends, whether your underpinnings 
are too slight or too solid. But of 
course different exercises are se- 
lected, and they're done different- 
ly. The gadget helps—any piece of 
rope would help, and naturally 
the spring helps more—to keep 
your balance and your interest iu 
the routines. 


Here are two routines for ex- 


panding legs: 


Stand with arms raised, prefer- 


ably balanced comfortably 
with 


the cord. Then lunge forward on 


left Ifig. Try to lift the torso up 
as you lunge, and, most impor- 
tant, put a)l the steam you dan 
into the lunge. Return to first pos- 
ition: lunge to the right! return; 
and continue this with alternate 
legs. Do this quickly end force- 
fully about ten times. 


Then do this deep knee-bend. 


With one leg behind the other, bend 
on toes and place hands on floor 
in front of you. Now quickly rise 
on toes to standing-tiptoe position. 
Repeat swiftly till you feel definite- 
ly tired, especially at ankles and 
knees. 


In those exercises, you're fol- 


lowing the principle that the ballet 
dancer does when she works out. 
You are doing vigorous, concen- 


trated exercise, This draws blood 
to the muscles. Then you relax and 
rest. Five to lltleen minutes' work- 
out dall yshould be sufficient. 


The principle is reversed for 


trimming down—that Is, here you 
should employ relatively slow, re- 
petitious movements which, over 
a long stretch, consume the energy 
which otherwise would be stored 
up as fat. To rdeuce the entire leg, 
and especially the thigh, sit on the 
floor with weight on the right 
hip. 
Slip feet through loops of 


the cord and support yourself part- 
ly on right hand, on floor. 


Now, 
bring the left foot and arm 


up, scissoi'slike, very slowly; and 
slowly return to original position. 
Repeat for ten to fiflcn minutes, 


or as long • as you can, comfort- 
ably; and reverse. Then He on 
your back, on floor or bed, legs In 
air, and repeat the slow scissors 
motion. This is suggested especial- 
ly for reducing fat around knees 
and calves. The knees should be 
held straight. 


Don't Anticipate Immediate 
Results 
Don't expect cither set of exercis- 


es to change your shnpe at/ once— 
there is no magic hero. But per- 
sistence for a few months definite- 
ly will improve your contours. 


Meanwhile, you might remem- 


ber: Enhance the surface and you 
enhance all.

Sugar Saving 
Hints for Local 
HomeCanners 


In response to inquiries concern- 


ng the new system of rationing 
sugar, 
additional 
home-canning 


lints were issued Monday to Hemp- 
stead county homemakers by Miss 
Claude Fletcher, county home do- 
monslralidn agent. 


Wilh Ihc allotment for home can- 


ning now based on the ratio of one 
pound of sugar to each four quarts 
of fruits canned, Miss Fletcher said 
many horncmakcrs arc now ask- 
ing how many quarts can be can- 
ned from a bushel of peaches or a 
crate of berries. 


In answer to these questions, 


Miss Fletcher offered the follow- 
ing information just received from 
Miss Mary E. Loughead of the 
University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture. 


The amount of raw fruit needed 


to can a certain number of jars 
is dependent upon several factors. 
These factors include type of fruit; 
ripeness; amount o f waste, such as 
seeds or skins; size of pieces; 
method of packing the fruit inlo 
conlaincrs ;and melhod of proces- 
sing. 


The following lable 
shows the 


approximate yield of canned fruil 
which can be secured from a cer- 
tain measure of raw fruil, and 
should serve as a fairly accurate 
guide in estimating the amount of 
sugar which would be needed to 
can a certain measure of various 
fruits. 


Approximate yield of canned pro- 


ducts from raw products: 


Apples (2 to G per lb.), 1 bushel, 


18-20 
qts. 


Black or Raspberries, 1 crate, 14- 


16 qts. 


Cherries, 1 gallon with seeds, 3 
qts. 


Grapes (for Juice), 1 bushel, 12- 


16 qts. 


Peaches (5 lo 8 per lb.), 1 bushel, 


18-20 qls. 


Pears (3 Ibs), 1 bushel, 25-30 
qls. 


Plums (15 lo 20 per lb.), 1 bushel, 


28-30 qls. 


Slrawberries, 1 cralc, 10-12 qts. 


Irack.

Saccharin Has 
No Food Value 


Hempslead county homcmakers 


were advised Tuesday by Miss 
Mary Claude Fletcher, county home 
demonstration agent, that sacch- 
rin should not be considered a 
substitute for sugur since it has 
no food value.

in response to inquiries received 


[torn Hcmpstcad county cooks since 
sugar rationing went into effect, the 
county home demonstration agent 
explained that saccharin is a coal 
tar product 300 to 550 limes as 
sweet as sugar, but brings out 
a bitter flavor when used in cook- 
ing. 


Information received from Miss 


Blanche Randolph of the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas college of agri- 
culture, Miss Fletcher said, ad- 
vised that saccharin cannot be sub- 
stituted for sugar in any food which 
depends upon sugar for its consis- 
tency or texture. 


Saccharin is not practical in jelly 


making since in a typical fruit 
jelly, jam or preserve, sugar is 
used to impart a certain consis- 
tency to the finished product as 
well as to sweeten. Saccharin can- 
not be used to replace sugar in 
yeast breads cither, since it docs 
not act as a yeast food. 


If saccharin is to be used as a 


sweetening agent, the assistant 
extension specialist in foods and 
nutrition advised that it should 
be added after 
the product . is 


cooked, and just before it is serv- 
ed. Only small amounts of sac- 
charin should be used at a time 
to avoid 
over-sweetening. 


Pointing out that many people 


dislike any food sweetened with 
saccharin, Miss Randolph staled 
that it is better to learn to cat 
less sweet food, or. do without such 
products than to prepare unsatis- 
factory products.

Diet Important 
to Teeth Care 


Diet is as important to the pro- 


Der development of the teeth as 
t is to bodily growth and the main- 
tenance of health, Miss 
Mary 


:laude Fletcher, county home de- 
monstration agent, said Monday in 
Hscussing the importance of nu- 
rition to child care. 


A recent dental study of 1,000 chil- 


dren in grade school. Miss Fletch- 
er said, has shown that a majority 


have decay in their first permanent' 
teeth, usually known as the six-' 
year molars. 


Unlike the otiier permanent teeth,' 


according to Miss Gertrude E. Con-' 
ant of the University of Arkansas; 
College of Agriculture, the first 
permanent molar has started to 
calcify even at birth. The crown 
of the tooth may be completed ns 
early as the t hird year and usual- 
ly erupts in the mouth by the time 
the child is G or 7 years old. 


This early age, from two to six, 


Miss Conant says, is often neglect- 
ed so far as nutrition goes. Lack 
of vitamins A and D is shown in 
poorly developed enamel. 


The expectant mother and the 


child under one year old are usual- 
ly under the care of a physician

ican people became Germany's 
newest enemy lust December, an- 
other Na/.i promise that "it can 
not happen here" burst with numb- 
ing force in the minds of Hitler's 
80,000,000 subjects. 


Official Nazidom was fully pre- 


pared for the break months before 
it occurred. But the masses were 
not. 
And the accomplished 
fact 


dealt them a blow from 
which 


ihcy may never recover. 


Doktor Joseph Goebbels' 
own 


propaganda machine provides best 
evidence that war with America 
has put German morale to the sup- 
reme lest. 


Six months before formal hostil- 


ities began, propaganda press and 
radio broadcasts began develop- 
ing the theme that England and 
Russia would be beaten down be- 
fore America could come in or give 
effective help. 


Goebbels Hits U. S. 
"Interference" 
But six months after America's 


formal entry, Goebbels was still 
hammering away al the same 
llierne..In the last copy of his per- 
sonal news organ, Das Reich, a 
copy of which I obtained upon leav- 
ing internment, tho front page ban- 
ner line screamed the same latter- 
od old "bulletin": 


"ROOSEVELT AND'AMERICA 


ARE TOO LATE". 


For an understanding of Ger- 


man fueling toward the new ene- 
my, the German people must be 
placed in three classes, the super- 
privileged group including parly 
members and industrialists; the 
working masses, and the army and 
navy.

ful of American "interference" in 
the war. 


This bitterness, hardly concealed 


by diplomatic politess before the 
war, 
often took violent forms of 


expression when Americans and 
Germans met personally. 


During October, November and 


December 
preceding 
the 
break 


with America, the American col- 
ony in Berlin risked personal in- 
jury by conversing publicily in 
English. 


One newspaper man, leaving a 


caie after a quiet evening with 
American friends, was followed by 
three Luftwaffe officers. On an un- 
lighted side street they halted him, 
cursed him as an American who 
dared speak English in Germany, 
knocked him into the gutter and 
kicked him as he lay there. 


Graffis Denounced for 
Speaking English 
In a restaurant where I had 


long been a customer, I was de- 
nounced one evening before a full 
house as a "damned American who 
jomes over here, living off the 
land, daring to insult Germans by 
speaking the enemy language in 
public." 


I was flabbergasted by my an- 


tagonist's perfect English, which 
included an extensive vocabulary 
of obscenities. 


The restaurant manager, 'apolo- 


getically asking me to leave to 
avoid further 
trouble, explained 


that my critic was n Ruhr factory 
owner who had come up to Berlin 
for a week-end of rest from Bri- 
tish bombings. 


"His nerves are upset," said the 


manager. "You know why—the 
bombs are coming from American- 
built planes." 


This bitterness was especially 


noticeable on mornings after bomb- 
ing raids. Once, after a sleepless 
night, I reached the office of a 
publisher with whom I had al- 
ways been on good terms. 


Instead of returning my profer- 


ed handshake, the executive bored 
me with a cold look, raised his 
right arm stiffly and said. "Heil 
Hitler." 


"We are going to be enemies 


soon enough," he said. "We might 
as well stop shaking hands now." 


Masses Are Slow In 
Hate for U. S. 
An hour later at the propaganda 


ministry I received a similar re- 
ception. 


Since America has actually enter- 


ed the war, this bitterness in the 
top segment of the German na- 
tion, has increased a thousandfold, 
and will be responsible for the in- 
creased vicjousness of all forms of 
attack on America. 


Among the masses, reaction to 


America's approach and final en- 
Iry into the war has been signi- 
ficantly sluggish. For one thing, 
the average German 
mind had 


been so saturated with all types of 
propaganda that it could assim- 
ilate no more. 


Further, the circumstances sur- 


rounding Americfci participation in 
the war were too complex for the 
man in the street to grasp fully. 
He wasn't exactly sure why he 
should hate America. 


Finally he didn't want to hale 


America anyway. The tradition of 
America as the land of the free 
is still very much alive in the 
Third Reich. And it 
has 
been 


strengthened by family ties result- 
ing from emigration to the new 
world. 


Hitler Denounced For 
Starting War 
Immediately preceding the war, 


Germans of the middle working 
classes without exception treated 
me, in our personal meetings, with 
extreme 
consideration. 


It was the rule that our con- 


versations inevitably swung to dis- 
cussions 
of 
American 
movies, 


American automobiles, American 
homes and cities—and also signifi- 
cantly, to those luxuries and nec- 
essities which the Germans hud 
sacrificed to the war effort. 


Three days after war came, I 


had 12 hours grace allowed by the 
Gestapo for any packing prepara- 
tory lo internment. 


That brief period was crowded 


with revelations of 
middle-class 


feeling for the new enemy. I could 
hardly believe I was hearing some 
of the tilings that were said. 


"What a pity; now the whole 


world is at war." 


"Yes, and look who brought i( 


on—one man, one'. of our own peo- 
ple." 


I was plied with precious choco- 


late drops, priceless coffee, rare 
old cigaretts and a dozen other 
unobtainable delicacies which these 
Germans had hoarded away for 
special days. Since none of the 
persons I saw were particularly 
close acquaintances, I could only 
judge that their attitude sprang 
from a genuine revulsion at hav- 
ing to fight the American 'people. 


Hotel Guards Remain 
Friendly 
This was confirmed during in- 


ternment by many of the German 
staff in the hotel at Nauheim. Nev- 
er did I hear an unfriendly word 
spoken about Roosevelt, Amer- 
icans in general, or the war act- 
ion itself, though every newspaper 
and every radio broadcast was fill- 
led with anti-American, venom. 


Goebbels is now struggling with 


the biggest job of his career. 


Goebbels must conve/t 
these 


sympathetic or apathetic middle 
classes into virulent American-hat- 
ers. If he fails ,the German.Home 
front will rot away. 


As for the German army and 


navy, they regard the new enemy 
simply as another foe. They do not 
hri've to be propagandized to make 
them fight. Trained in the hard 
Nazi school, and the Prussian mili- 
tary tra'dition, they would fight any 
opponent. 


It is safe to say that on the po- 


litical and actual fighting fronts, 
Germany 
will 
swing its whole 


weight at us. The Home Front may 
not be able to digest its new en- 
emy.

Farmers Can 
Make Profit 
on Clover Seed 


Retail prices of more than 80c 


a pound for white Dutch clover 
should cause Hempslead county 
farmers who have good stands of 
while Dutch Clover to harvest seed 
wherever possible, says Oliver L. 
Adams, county agent. 


Retail seed price for Arkansas 


as reported by the Crop Report- 
ing Boated, U. S. Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics, on May 15 was 
$81.85 a hundred pounds for seed 
of this crop. 


White Dutch clover is harvested 


in June when two full sets of 
blooms have been made and 75 
per cent of the seed in the second 
set of blooms arc in the dough 
stage. Profitable seed yields may 
be obtained if Jhe flower heads 
are numerous and contain 50 or 
more seed per head. The clover 
may be cut from the-time the dew 
has dried off the plant in the morn- 
ing until the plants become fully 
brittle. After the crop has been 
left in the swath until crisp, it 
should be raked into small siri- 
drows and allow to continue. cur- 
pletely evaporated from the! plant, 
ing.

Most fortunate of the German 


working women arc those in gov- 
ernment offices. Although poorly 
paid, their hours arc not excep- 
tionally long, and they obtain ex- 


tra privileges through their employ- 
ers. 


Compared with American stand- 


ards, their morals arc not except- 
ionally high. Many other-wise self- 
respecting girls 'will exchange their 
favors for n small package of real 
coffee or chocolate candy. 


More difficult is the career of 


the womnn or girl at a factory 
bench or machine. Newspapermen 
taken on propaganda tours of in- 
dustrial plants were impressed with 
excellent health and working con- 
ditions and the high morale of 
women workers. 


Strain Tells on Workers 
But I was informed privately by 


a nurse assigned to one of these 
plants that although morale re- 
mains good, women workers arc 
becoming less able to stand the 
strain physically. 


Many of them faint at their ma- 


chines, she said, especially in heavy 
industries where they have replac- 
ed men. Two or throe days of rcsj 
may be given'in these cases, but 
it often is insufficient, and the 
woman may collapse again soon 
after returning to work.

New York — American woman 


has a dangerous personal compe- 
titor in this war. That enemy is 
the German housewife, without 
whom Hitler's total war 
effort 


would have collapsed long ago. 


Except for her men folk in the 


fighting lines, the German woman 
is the heaviest contributor of those 
things which Hitler needs to win. 


And unless her counterpart in 


America is ready to give the same 
measure of support and make the 
same sacrifices for the democrac- 
ies, 
Hitler's chances for victory 


will be vastly increased. 


Three factors hold the German 


woman in line through all the trials 
of wars: 


1. She believes profoundly 
in 


the superiority of the "Nordic Ary- 
an" race and in the degeneracy of 
all others. 


2. She is devoted heart and soul 


to Germany itself and seriously ac- 
cepts her "mission" as the modern 
counterpart of the fabled Teutonic 
amazons who rode into battle at 
their husbands' sides in defense of 
the Fatherland. 


3. She is fanatically faithful to 


her family and believes that for 


its preservation Germany 
must 


win. 


She's Ruthless With Her Foe— 
And Herself 
She will be ruthless with the ene- 


my if that is required to safe- 
guard the principles she believes in. 
And her part in the present strug- 
gle shows she is willing to be ruth- 
less with herself. 


She is ruthless in her personal 


sacrifices of food, as a toiler in 
factories, public services and in 
many 
actually 
dangerous posts 


connected with national defense. 


Of less concern, but very real, 


are the sacrifices she makes in 
personal appearance and the nice- 
ties which appeal to women the 
world over. 


It is here that she makes her 


greatest challenge to her counter- 
part in America. She has already 
learned to do without'many of the 
things 
which American women 


have in plenty. 


Does Without Many 
Necessities 
Silk stockings, bobby pins, cos- 


metics, scissors, combs, brushes, 
mending thread and yarn, shoes, 
galoshes, dry cleaning and laun- 
dry, 
soap, face powder and many 


other similar accessories ara un- 
obtainable or rationed heavily in 
Germany. 


The Nazis have worked hard to 


make Vienna the fashion center 
of the world, but this is little com- 
fort to the average German wo- 
man. 
These fashion showings are 


primarily lavish propaganda dis- 
plays monopolized by party lead- 
ers and their wives 
and 
girl 


friends. Orders taken for new sty; 
are. 
restricted to firms which can 


lea—for delivery after the war— 


pa yin foreign currency. 


But of all this, the German wo- 


man knows nothing. The nearest 
she gets to the flashy gowns parad- 
e dat style shows is to look at news- 
paper or magazine pictures of 
them. 


She must confine herself to her 


ration card and choose her cloth- 
ing from the pine-tree, ersatz fab- 
rics and desigas of the mass-pro- 
duction houses. 


To this extent only, Germany is< 
a nation of Maedchen in Uniform. 
But the German woman makes a 
creditable, if not attractive appear- 
ance. She does a fair job of fitting 
her usually bulky frame, and by 
ingenous repairing: keeps her cos- 
tumes presentable for public wear. 


The landlady of my house in 


Berlin spent every etvening over 
her sewing box, laboriously draw- 
ing threads from outworn stockings. 
With them, she told me, she had 
kept her three best pairs of hose 
in service for more than a year. 


Laundry Delivery Takes 
Weeks 
Once a week she took her one 


pair of good shoes out of hiding for 
a polishing with floor wax, which 
serves for now unobtainable shoe 
polish. 


She washed all her clothing at 


home, since laundries require sev- 
eral weeks to several months for 
even the smallest deliveries. Be- 
sides, as I learnd painfully my- 
slf, the ersatz cleaning fluids often 
eat through valuable articles. 


A few women have discovered 


the Italian black market, through 
which chic apparel is obtainable 
at outrageous prices. 


I knew personally of one girl 


who bought 30 pairs of the sheerest 
silk stockings through an Italian 
kitchen scullion who, he said, plao
